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REMARKS 

1. Declaration 

The Office Action has indicated that the Declaration is defective. A substitute 
Declaration is being sought and will be filed when executed. 

2. Restriction 

The Office Action requires restriction to one of two identified groups of claims: 

L Claims 18 -20 and 53 -58; and 
11. Claims 21 and 59 -62. 

Applicants affirm the election of Group I without traverse and have accordingly 
canceled the claims of Group n without, prejudice or disclaimer. 

3. Claim Rejections 

Claims 18 - 20 and 53 - 58 have been examined. Claims 18 - 20, 53, 54, and 56 
- 58 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 6,392,351 
("Shun'ko") and under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as anticipated by U.S. Pat. Publ. No. 2003/0015965 
("Godyak"); Claim 55 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as unpatentable over Shun'ko and 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Godyak. . 

Independent Claim 18 has been amended to clarify that each of the first substrate 
support structure, the second substrate support structure and the transformer-coupled plasma 
generator are disposed in an undivided processing chamber compartment as illustrated in Fig. 2A 
of the Application. Fig. 6B of Shun'ko and Fig. 7 A of Godyak both show structures in which a 
plasma source acts to divide a processing chamber into separate compartments within which 
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different substrates are processed. Fig. 6A of Shun*ko shows a structure in which the plasma 
source is disposed outside the processing chamber and not "within" an imdivided processing 
chamber compartment as now recited in the independent claim. 



The dependency of Claim 57 has been corrected. 

Examination of the claims as amended is accordingly requested.
